Sir Auckland Geddes, British Am¬ 
bassador to the United States, put his 
finger upon a vital problem the other 
day at St. Catharines, when he said 
that one of Canada’s greatest tasks 
was to hold within her own borders 
her ntive sons, ^ust how serious this 
problem is may be gleaned from in¬ 
formation of The Veteran, which 
shows that the increase in population 
during the past ten years was ap¬ 
proximately one-quarter of a million 
less than the number of emigrants 
who came to our shores during that 
period. More than one million people, 
many of them native bom, must have 
left Canada between 1911 and 1921, to 
bring about the situation portrayed by 
the last census. 

. Speaking to young students, the 
value of Sir Auckland Geddes’ address 
could not be over-estimated. He im¬ 
pressed upon them their duty in the 
rehabilitation of Canada and the Em¬ 
pire, called to their minds the great 
traditions established by the citizens 
of the Dominion during the Great 
W^r, and pointed to* the unequalled 
opportunities which Canada as a na¬ 
tion offered to them if they remained 
constant and loyal. 

Several million dollars are devoted 
yearly towards bringing in new citi¬ 
zens, but we can find little or no re¬ 
cord of money being spent to retain 
those 'already within our borders, i 
Young men are attracted to the Unit¬ 
ed States principally because of the 
constantly recurring stories of for¬ 
tune and fame to be found there.

CANADIAN WHEAT 


Figures for September and October 
show that 30,901,473 bushels of Cana¬ 
dian wheat went to Great Britain and 
2,031,344 bushels to other countries 
through American ports, as against 
16,760,055 bushels to Great Britain 
and 3,728,903 bushels to other coun¬ 
tries during the same months a year 
ago. During October this year, five 
times as much Canadian wheat went 
to Great Britain through American 
ports as went through Canadian, and 
these figures hold good for shipments 
during the months of September and 
October. Large as these figures are, 
they do n<ft anything like equal those 
of shipments of American grain that 
passed through the port of Montreal

CATTLE FEEDING 


Y/ould Wake Up Screaming 

THs^ Least Sudden Noise or Loud Talkin ' 1 
, Would Startle Him.” 


Q.—Where can I secure a plan that 
will aid me in the laying out of the 
grounds around my prairie home ? 

A.—By writing to the .Chief of 
Tree-Planting Division, Dominion 
Forest Nursery Station, Indian Head, 
Sask. for a copy of their booklet ‘‘Tree 
Planting on the Prairies”. This book 
contains two suggestions, either one 
of which can be used to advantage. 

Q.—I am contemplating transplant¬ 
ing some native spruce from the 
woods to my home in town. What size 
plants should I use and how should 1 
select them? 

A.—Always secure small seedlings 
in preference to larger trees. From 
twelve to eighteen inches high will 
prove far more satisfactory than 
larger trees and are much more easily 
handled. Do not expose roots to sun 
or wind during transportation. Select 
plants growing in the opcA and not 
from sheltered spots, so that the 
change from the woods to the future 
planting place may not be too great. 

Q.—What are the guiding principles 
in formulating a plan of the home 
grounds? 

, A.—1. Make convenience your first 
consideration in arranging the farm 
buildings and grounds. 2. Establish a 
shelter belt to protect the home and 
stock against the prevailing winds. 

3. Allow sufficient room between the 
buildings and the shelter belt for ex¬ 
pansion. Remember trees are per¬ 
manent and not easily moved. 

4. Allow space for lawns and orna¬ 
mental planting. 5. Allow for the 
extension of the plantion for woodlot 
purposes. 


The Alberta Cabinet has endorsed 
the attitude of Premier Greenfield and 
Attorney-General Brownlee in refus¬ 
ing the offer made by the Dominion 
Government at the recent conference 
at Ottawa on the natural resources. 
This offer was that the natural re¬ 
sources be returned, with a continu¬ 
ance of the yearly cash subsidy for 
three years. The Alberta government 
adheres to its proposal that the cash 
subsidy be discontinued on the return 
of the resources—to:-the province but 
that the Dominion compensate Alberta 
for resources alienated for federal 
purposes. Though the most recent 
Dominion offer has been declined, the 
way is still open for further negotia¬ 
tions. 

Premier Greenfield’s statement in 
the matter is as follows: 

"Negotiations for the turning over 
by the Dominion government to the 
province of Alberta of the natural re¬ 
sources still unalienated were resumed 
at Ottawa rtfently, on the invitation 
of the.prime minister, Hon.- W. L. 
Mackenzie King, following upon a re¬ 
quest by the government of this prov¬ 
ince that negotiations be re-opened. 

The position at the opening of ne¬ 
gotiations last April was that the pro¬ 
vincial government had

are annually shovelled into snow 
banks. Exposure and discomfort cut 
away the finish that good feed is be¬ 
ing used to put on. It is probably 
Jrue that in the “Sunny Province” cat¬ 
tle require less close housing than in 
latitudes of winter rain, wet snow, 
blizzards and raw chilling winds, but 
to deprive them of any shelter at all 
except a bluff, a straw stack or the lee 
side of actable, as not a lew settlers 
do with their store stock and some 
even with fatening steers, is presum¬ 
ing too much upon the clemency of 
the North Temperate Zone. A visit 
to the Edmonton or Calgary stock 
yards supplies pathetic evidence of 
the result. • * 

In the fall of 1920 the Dominion 
Experimental Sub-Station at Beaver- 
lodge, four hundred and twenty miles 
north of the forty-ninth parallel of 
latitude, erected a stave silo, filling it 
with sunflowers,.oats and barley in 
layers. Ten yearling steers and fif¬ 
teen grade Hereford calves were hous¬ 
ed in a pole-and-straw shed wide open 
to the south and wind-tight on three 
sides. On a mere store-cattle ration 
of silage and straw, with some in¬ 
ferior hay for the calves, supplement¬ 
ed by a pound of meal per head for 
the yearlings and two pounds for the 
calves, the former registered, 8uring 
a hundred-day mid*-winter period an 
average gain of two-thirds of a pound 
a day and the calves three-fifths. The 
yearlings wej-e de-horned on the day 
of the first weighing and thereafter 
they all used the shed freely. The 
drinking water was temperd by a tank 
heater. 

Summered in a fenced pasture, the 
cattle gained rapidly until September, 
but weights taken incline us to be¬ 
lieve that they made little net gain be¬ 
tween that time and December, al¬ 
though they were faring better than 
the general run of cattle in the neigh¬ 
borhood, whose owners, deceived by 
complaisant hopes and long coats of 
standing hair, fondly imagined their 
cattle were holding their own on ice 
water and marsh grass, with snow 
flakes for blankets and moon beams 
for shelter. 

On December 9th, 1921, ten two- 
year-olds and fourteen yearlings were 
divided into four lots for a silage ex¬ 
periment, half of them receiving si¬ 
lage supplemented by green-fee^ (oat 
sheaves) and the other half green-feed 
only. During the last three weeks a 
feed of hay per day was introduced 
all round. A very small ■meal ration 
of oat and barley chop was fed after 
the first thirty-eight days. Averaged 
over the whole feeding period it work¬ 
ed out to only three pounds per head 
for the older cattle and two and one- 
fifth {founds for the yearlings. Twice 
a day the cattle had access to water 
usually tempered with a tank heater. 
Their shed was not drafty, they were 
quietly handled and usually able to lie 
down in comfort. 

After a twenty-eight-mile trip to 
the nearest station and an eighty-five 1 
hour trip over a pioneer railroad, with 
but one unloading, these cattle arrived 
in Edmonton with enough finish to

New York papers of December 6 
make record of what is believed to be 
. the first case of diabetic coma to be 
successfully arrested in the annals of 
medicine in that city, the discovery 
being made byjDr. Collip of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and Dr. Banting of 
. Toronto. The insulin treatment taken 
from the- pancreas of a pig, is un¬ 
doubtedly one of the greatest scienti¬ 
fic contributions of modem times is 
the report that comes from New York. 

A child in a state of diabetic coma, 
practically at death’s door has been 
brought back to life at the University 
^>f Alberta. This wonderful recovery 
was made possible through the use of 
insulin serum manufactured in the 
University of Alberta, laboratory, by 
Dr. J. B. Collip, professor of bio-che¬ 
mistry at the provincial institution. 

Some two weeks ago a girl, eight 
years old, was brought to the univer¬ 
sity hospital from her home near High 
River in Southern Alberta. When she 
arrived she was in a state of diabetic 
coma, a condition from which, so far 
as is known, there has never been a 
recovery. 

This information was secured from 
Dr. H. M. Tory, president of the uni¬ 
versity, following the receipt of a 
dispatch from New York, which re¬ 
corded what was believed to have been 
the first case of diabetic coma to be 
successfully treated in the annals of 
medicine in that city. The Edmonton 
cure ’apparently pre-dates that re¬ 
corded in the dispatch from New York 
City. 

President Tory of the University of 
Alberta, when interviewed by The 
Herald representative,' explained that 
Dr. Collip last year was .given one 
year’s leave of absence to take up re¬ 
search work, in conjunction with Doc- 
| tors F. G. Banting, C. F. Best and 
McLeod, at the University of Toronto 
on the insulin serum. These profes¬ 
sional men carried on their experi- 
I ments and were successful in isolating

It is prposed to secure water for tho 
scheme from the overflow of the High 
wood river, the intake being some 
distance up the stream. The main 
ditch would cross the ridge, east of 
High River, just to the north of the 
aerodrome and would supply a large 
tract of land east of the ridge. Big 
Lake, south west of Blackie, would be 
used as a reservoir, and the water 
would be raised approximately ten 
feet, thus ensuring a supply of water 
for the districts lying around Brant, 
Ensign, Kirkcaldy and Champion. The, 
raising of the lake would mean the 
flooding of considerable acreage, but 
would be necessary in order to secure 
an adequate supply of moisture, as it 
would be mainly the flood waters that 
could bo used on account of prior 
cfairits on the stream in question. The 
scheme is quite possible and there are 
no especially difficult engineering 
problems to contend with. But if only 
the Champion district came under the 
scheme the cost per acre for irrigation 
would be much greater than if the 
land in this district could be incluueu 
also. The greater part of the land to 
come under the required elevation in 
this district is to the north, norlh-wesi.

AUTO FATALITIES 


Sir Thomas White, ex-minister of 
finance, writes to the Toronto Tele¬ 
gram regarding the number of auto 
fatalities in part as fQllows: 

“I am appalled at the toll of human 
life which is taken almost 'daily in this 
city by the auto. There is scarcely a 
morning that the newspaper does not 
bring us the news of a tragedy in 
which some little child is crushed to 
death, painfully injured or 


These suggestions were fully dis¬ 
cussed at the conference in Ottawa in 
April last, neither proposal being con¬ 
sidered a satisfactory basis of settle¬ 
ment by the representatives of this 
province. 

It becoming evident in the develop¬

Negotiations for settlement 9ti be¬ 
half of the province of Alberta alone 
were then opened by the representa- 
tives of this province, suggesting as a I 
basis of settlement, in an effort to get 
away from the long and costly pro¬ 
cess of an accounting and arbitration, 
the return of the remaining resources 
to the province; the present suhsidy 
to be waived on condition that com¬ 
pensation be given for resources alien- 
atetj from the province of Alberta for 
purely federal purposes, claim prin¬ 
cipally being made for compensation 
for 6,400,000 acres of Alberta lands 
alietiated just prior to the formation | 
of the province for subsidizing the 
construction of' railways outside the 
province of Alberta; these kinds- to be 
capitalized at a figure to be agreed 
upon and the amount paid to the prov¬ 
ince over a term of years. 

Some progress was made along 
these lines in April last, but on the 
resumption of negotiations at the re¬ 
cent conference, this suggested basis 
of settlement did not find favor with 
the dominion government, and as a 
result of the negotiations just closed 
a uniform offer of settlement was 
fnade by the dominion government to 
all three prairie governments as fol¬ 
lows: The return by the dominion to

TREE PLANTING 


Q. What is a “Snow Trap” and 
what is it used for ? 

A. A snow trap is a narrow strip of 
trees or a hedge planted from three 
to four rods out from the main shelter 
belt. Its function is to break the force 
of the drifting snow and prevent it 
from lodging in the centre of the shel¬ 
ter belt • where it would lie liable Ao 
break down, the tops of ( the small 
trees. The land between Vhe snow- 
trap and shelter belt need\ not be 
wasted, but can be used spleimidly for 
a garden or root ground. 

Q. On what sides of the buildings 
should shelter belts be first establish¬ 
ed? 

A. In every locality there is gen¬ 
erally some one direction or perhaps 
two directions, from which the sever¬ 
est storms approach. It is on these 
aides of the buildings that the shelter^ 
belts should be established first. 

Q. The jack babbits eat the tops off 
my ash and are greatly retarding the 
growth of these trees and in some 
cases killing them outright. How can 
I get rid of this pest? 

A. Would strongly urge that a little 
more use be made of the shot gun and 
organized hunts arranged as "was done 
to kill off the coyotes. 

Q. Where can I secure some ever¬ 
greens for ornamental planting? 

A. From your nearest Canadian 
Nursery where the stock is home 
grown. Beware of imported seedlings.
